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ANNUAL  .REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1935 

To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Sale. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Cent lernen , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  Sale  during  1955. 

The  vital  statistics  show  that  the  Borough  compares  favourably  in  most  respects 
with  the  rest  of  the  country,  the  corrected  birth  rate  and  deabh  rate  both  being 
better  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  In  the  body  of  the  report  I  give 
details  and  statistical  tables  dealing  with  the  causes  of  death,  and  the  age  at 
which  death  is  occurring.  From  this  information  it  will  be  noted  that  women  are 
living  much  longer  than  men.  The  proportion  of  elderly  women  in  the  community  is 
rising,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  difficulty  in  finding  hospital  accommodation 
for  them  when  they  become  infirm.  It  is  also  a  point  to  be  borne  in  mind  when 
considering  future  housing  programmes,  especially  in  so  far  an  it  is  specially 
designed  for  aged  persons. 


Each  week  I  receive  from  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  new  claims  for  sickness  benefit,  which  a,f fords  a  reliable  indication  of 
the  amount  of  sickness  in  the  adult  population,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there 
has  been  no  abnormal  incidence  during  the  year.  A  similar  conclusion  can  be  drawn 
so  fan  as  children  are  concerned  from  school  attendance  records,  except  for  a 
considerable  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  But  for  this 
outbreak  the  total  incidence  of  infectious  disease  must  have  been  almost  a  record 
low  figure.  The  only  disturbing  feature  in  this  otherwise  happy  picture  is  the 
fact  that  the  notifications  of  tuberculosis  have  risen  by  5 Ofo  compared  with  last 
year.  This  may  be  due  in  part  to  earlier  diagnosis,  but  it  is  a  trend  which  is 
having  careful  attention  by  all  concerned. 


In  my  report  on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  area,  I  have  referred  to  the 
commencement  of  work  on  the  scheme  for  improving  the  drainage  of  the  Borough,  and  the 
extensions  to  the  sewage  works.  Until  this  scheme  is  complete  the  full  development 
of  housing  in  the  Borough  is  impossible. 

I  have  made  special  reference  to  the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution 
in  the  area,  in  which  the  Corporation  have  played  a  leading  part.  From  the  study 
of  the  daily  estimations  of  pollution  coupled  v/ith  the  wind  and  weather  records  I 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  apart  from  a  low  level  of  industrial  pollution  most 
of  which  arises  outside  the  Borough,  almost  all  of  the  smoke  in  the  air  which  we 
breathe,  especially  in  the  winter  months,  arises  from  our  own  domestic  chimneys. 
Legislation  may  provide  us  with  the  powers  to  control  this  pollution,  but  it  requires 
action  from  every  resident  in  the  Borough  if  we  are  to  reduce  it. 

To  complete  the  picture  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  Services  working  in  the 
Borough  I  have  included  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Cheshire  County  Health  Services 
in  the  Sale  and  Lyrnm  Division  as  -an  appendix,  and  would  refer  particularly  to  the 
excellent  response  of  parents  to  the  schemes  of  vaccination  and  imm.uniso.tion  not 
only  against  smallpox  and  diphtheria,  but  also  against  whooping  cough  and  now 
tuberculosis. 


Mr.  M.  K.  Worthington  joined  the  staff  during  the  year  as  an  additional 
Sanitary  Inspector,  following  the  resignation  of  fir.  Barker  at  the  end  of  195A. 

My  very  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  staff  of  the  health  department,  but 
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especially  to  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Norris  who  has  given  me 
invaluable  assistance  during  the  year,  and  has  compiled  part  of  this  repor 
I  must  also  thank  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  for  information  used 
in  preparing  this  report,  and  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

In  conclusion  Mr.  Mayor ,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  and  the  Chairman, 
Vice  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the- Health  Committee  and  the  other  Members 
of  the  Council  for  your  interest  and  support  which  has  been  so  readily 
forthcoming  at  all  times.

Statistical  Summary  and  Social  and  General  Conditions  of  the  Area 
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Sale  is  a  pleasant  residential  borough,  situated  about  5b"  ^M-les  south-west 
of  Manchester,  astride  the  main  road  to  Chester  and  North  Wales.  There  are 
a  few  light  industries  within  the  district,  but  the  majority  of  the  working 
population  is  employed  in  the  neighbouring  industrial  areas  of  Broadheath, 
Trafford  Park  and  Partington,  or  in  the  business  houses  of  Manchester. 


During  the  period  1934  to  1939  there  was  considerable  residential 
development,  almost  3,000  houses  being  built.  About  90%  of  these  were  for 
private  owners,  and  this  has  resulted  in  a.  fairly  high  standard  of  housing 
in  the  area.  Since  the  war  this  residential  development  has  been  resumed, 
almost  2,500  having  been  built;  slightly  over  half  of  these  have  been  for 
owner  occupiers. 


There  is  one  main  and  several  subsidiary  shopping  centres,  and  the  town 
is  still  provided  with  over  50  acres  of  publicly  owned  parks  and  open  spaces 
for  recreational  purposes,  and  two  golf  courses. 


The  following  details  of  the  publicly  owned  parks, 
open  spaces  have  been  provided  by  the  Borough  Surveyor. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

6.54  live  births  (340  males  and  314  females)  were  accredited  to  the 
Borough  during  the  year  compared  with  628  during  1954*  Of  this  number  635 
were  legitimate  and  19  illegitimate  (2*  9%) 

This  gives  a  birth  rate  of  14*57  per  thousand  of  the  population  compared 
with  14«3  last  year.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.0  but  if  the 
local  rate  is  corrected  to  allow  for  the  proportion  of  women  of  child-bearing 
age  in  Sale  as  compared  with  that  in  the  whole  of  the  country,  it  compares 
favourably,  the  corrected  rate  being  15.  6 

14  still  births  (4  males  and  10  females)  also  occurred,  all  of  which 
were  legitimate.  This  is  3  more  than  last  year.  The  still  birth  rate  was 
0.31  per  thousand  of  the  population  or  20o  9  per  thousand  total  births  compared 
with  figures  of  0.25  and  17.2  last  year.  The  national  rates  are  0.  36  and  23*1 
respectively. 

Deaths 

491  Sale  residents  died  during  the  year  (247  males  and  244  females)  an  increase 
of  31  over  last  year.  The  death  rate  for  Sale  was  11.  0  per  thousand  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  10.5  last  year.  The  national  death  rate  was  11.7 
per  thousand. 
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Table  II  classifies,  the  deaths  according  to  age,  sex  and  cause.  As  in 
past  years  the  majority  of  male  deaths  were  spread  fairly  evenly  over  the  age 
groups  from  45  years  upwards  while  almost  half  the  female  deaths  occurred  at  over 
75#  In  fact  the  average  age  of  death  of  men  was  64  and  of  women  73*  Heart 
diseases  again  headed  the  list  of  causes  of  death  both  in  men  end  women,  90  men 


end  80  women  dying  from  such  diseases.  It  is  notable  however  that  most  of  the 
male  deaths  under  this  heading  were  from  coronary  disease  and  a  third  of  them 
occurred  before  the.  age  of  65  while  well  over  half  of  the  female  deaths  were  due 
to  more  chronic  forms  of  heart  disease  and  occurred  at  over  75  years.  Cancer 
■and  vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  were  equal  second  as  a  cause  of  death 
with  89  deaths  from  each,  and  respiratory  diseases  fourth  causing  48  deaths

17  children  (l3  males  and  4  females)  died  before  reaching  their  first 
birthday  as  compared  with  11  la.st  year.  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of 
26.0  per  thousand  births  which  is  just  above  the  nationad  rate  of  24.9#  In  1954 
in  Sale  the  rate  was  17*  5* 

A  study  of  Table  III  wliich  gives  details  of  these  infant  deaths  shows  that 
13  of  these  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  twentyfour  hours  after  birth,  8  of  these 
children  were  premature,  one  having  in  addition  a  congenitad  defect,  and  2  others 
had  gross  congenital  defects  but  were  not  premature.  The  remaining  3  died  as  a 
result  of  the  birth  processes  as  did  one  which  lived  for  four  days.  Of  the  three 
which  survived  the  first  week  one  was  premature  and  succumbed  to  a  lung  condition 
to  which  the  prematurity  contributed  materially,  while  another  died  of  congenitad 
heart  disease.  In  none  of  these  16  cases  could  anything  be  done  after  birth  to 
have  saved  their  lives,  and  this  is  a  pattern  which  is  becoming  increasingly 
obvious  in  infantile  mortality  investigations.  Infections  in  early  childhood  which 
contributed  greatly  to  infant  deaths  in  the  past  are  being  controlled  by  antibiotics 
and  it  is  this  which  accounts  for  the  fall  in  infantile  mortality  over  the  last 
twenty  years.  There  is  however  little  diminution  in  the  neonatal  death  rate  or  in 
the  still  birth  rate  despite  improved  care  of  mothers  during  pregnancy  and  labour. 

It  seems  largely  a  matter  of  chance  whether  a  child  wTill  be  stillborn  or  will 
live  for  just  an  hour  or  two  and  of  recent  years  the  term  perinatal  mortality  has  been 
used  to  describe  this  loss  of  infant  life.  In  Sale  this  amounts  to  31,  giving  a 
perinatal  mortality  rate  of  46.4  per  thousand  total  births. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  was  one  death  of  a  woman  associated  with  pregnancy.

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SECTION  B 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles  there  was  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  year,  only  87  cases  of  other  diseases  being  notified*  There 
were  however  734  cases  of  measles  giving  a  total  of  821  notifications. 

There  was  a  still  further  fall  in  the  notifications  of  whooping  cough  only  16 
cases  being  reported.  This  compares  very  favourably  with  the  incidence  in  recent 
years,  viz  41  in  1954?  46  in  1953  and  90  in  1952,  but  it  is  quite  possible  that  an 
epidemic  may  occur  in  some  future  year  despite  the  increasing  number  of  children  who 
have  been  immunised  against  this  disease. 

Measles 

The  year  opened  with  a  considerable  outbreak  of  measles,  58  cases  being  notified 
during  the  first  week  and  188  by  the  end  of  January.  The  peak  was  reached  during 
the  third  week  in  February  when  115  notifications  were  received,  but  the  epidemic 
continued  until  the  end  of  March  when  it  died  out  abruptly.  Fortunately  most  of  the 
734  cases  were  fairly  mild  but  a  few  severe  cases  occurred  and  one  proved  fatal 
in  a  child  of  2  years  of  age. 

The  case  incidence  was  16.36  per  thousand  compared  with  last  year*s  figure 

of  2.41. 

Whooping  cough 

As  mentioned  above  there  was  a  particularly  low  incidence  of  this  disease 
during  the  year,  only  16  cases  being  notified. 

The  provision  of  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  was  again  well  received 
by  parents,  473  children  being  protected,  mostly  during  their  first  year,  which  is 
the  time  when  the  disease  is  most  fatal. 

Scarlet  fever 

55  cases  were  notified  during  1955?  giving  a  case  incidence  of  1.23  per 
thousand.  The  disease  was  mild  in  most  cases,  only  4  being  admitted  to  hospital* 

2  of  these  were  admitted  because  of  difficulties  with  isolation  rather  than  for 
the  severity  of  the  illness. 

Diphtheria 

For  the  fifth  successive  year  there  was  no  confirmed  case  of  diphtheria. 

Details  of  the  immunisation  of  children  against  this  disease  are  given  in  the 
appendix  to  the  report,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  533  children  were  immunised, 
and  216  given  booster  doses  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis 

Despite  a  fairly  high  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  throughout  the  whole  country 
we  reached  the  end  of  October  without  any  notifications,  and  just  when  we  were  feeling 
that  we  had  escaped  completely  two  cases  occurred  almost  simultaneously  during,  the 
first  week  in  November.  Both  were  severe  paralytic  cases,  and  there  are  grounds  for 
thinking  that  they  may  have  had  a  common  source.  A  third  case,  also  paralytic, 
occurred  during  December.  Unfortunately  all  three  have  been  left  with  some  paralysis, 
in  one  case  very  extensive. 

The  case  incidence  was  0.  06  per  thousand. 

Alimentary  infections 

Two  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  no  other 
alimentary  infections  were  reported. 
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Tuberculosis 


27  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  9  on  last  year.  In  addition  2  non- respiratory 
cases  were  notified  compared  with  4  last  year.  Only  one  death  was 
due  to  this  disease  whereas  in  1954  9  persons  died  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Local  Health  Authority  Services 

These  are  provided  in  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
194-6,  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  although  there  is  a  degree  of  local 
administrative  control  by  the  Sale  &  Lymm  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

These  services  are  listed,  and  an  account  of  their  working  given,  in  the 
report  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  which  is  printed  as  an  Appendix 
to  this  report. 

Laboratory  Service

The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  established  in  the  grounds  of 
Monsall  Hospital  at  Manchester  carries  out  most  of  the  bacteriological  work 
for  the  Borough,  and  for  general  practitioners  in  the  area.  A  collection 
system  has  been  arranged  whereby  practitioners  in  the  area  can  leave  specimens 
at  the  He  at  1th  Department;  collection  is  made  by  the  laboratory  staff  daily. 
This  has  enabled  reports  to  be  made  about  six  hours  earlier  than  would  be 
possible  otherwise.  Positive  reports  are  telephoned  through  from  the  .  . 

laboratory. 

77  specimens  were  examined  during  the  yean  as  follows

streptococci.

(a)  General  hospital  services.

Cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  because  of  the  severity  of  their 
illness  are  admitted  to  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester,  at  the  request  of  the 
general  practitioner.  Where  conditions  prevent  isolation  of  the  patient  at 
home,  arrangements  for  admission  are  made  through  the  Health  Department. 


(c)  Smallpox. 


Smallpox  cases  are  treated  in  the  Ainsworth  Hospital,  Bury,  transport 
being  provided  by  the  Manchester  Ambulance  Service, 

(d)  Maternity  cases. 

There  is  a  16-bed  maternity  ward  at  the  Sale  and  Brooklands  War  Memorial 
Hospital.  Other  maternity  hospitals  are  at  Altrincham,  Bowdon  end  Manchester.

(f)  Accommodation  for  elderly  and  chronic  sick. 

Cases  of  this  type  are  mostly  admitted  to  those  hospitals  which,  before 
the  instroduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  let,  were  Local  Authority 
Institutions  and  Hospitals.  The  main  ones  to  which  Sale  cases  are  admitted  are 
Cranford  Lodge  Knutsford  and  Wythenshawe  and  Withington  Hospitals,  Manchester. 

It  is  always  extremely  difficult  to  get  accommodation  for  chronic  sick  patients, 
all  the  hospitals  having  an  extensive  waiting  list,  and  all  causes  are  seen  at 
home  by  the  geriatrician  before  admission.

SANITARY  CIRC1MSTMCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Climatic  conditions  during  1955, 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Sewage  'Works  Manager  for  information  collected  at  the 
meteorological  station  at  the  Sewage  Works  of  which  the  following  is  a  summary. 

1955  was  an  exceptionally  dry,  sunny  year,  only  26.33  inches  of  rain  failing 
on  160  days  as  compared  with  the  record  of  46. 15  inches  and  236  wet  days  in  1954. 
There  was  a  drought  of  28  days  in  July  and  less  than  an  inch  and  three  quarters  in 
July  and  August  together.  In  December  rain  and  sno w  accounted  for  a  total 
precipitation  equivalent  to  4#  25  inches.  On  December  19th  there  was  7  inches 
of  snow. 

The  weather  was  also  sunny  and  warm  in  summer,  26 5p  hours  of  sunshine  being 
recorded  in  July  and  the  thermometer  stood  above  80  on  15  days  in  that  month. 

In  all  there  were  1464  hours  of  sunshine  during  the  year.  In  contrast  to  the 
warm  dry  summer  January  and  February  were  very  cold  with  frequent  snow  showers. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  frost  occurred  on  75  nights  up  to  May  20th  and  the 
temperature  fell  to  freezing  point  on  June  9th  despite  a  warm  day  (the  variation 
on  this  day  was  over  30  ).  The  first  autumn  frost  occurred  on  October  15th  and  the 
temperature  was  below  freezing  point  33  times  between  that  date  and  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  provided  by  Manchester  Corporation.  There 
is  nowr  in  the  district  only  one  dwelling  which  relies  on  a.  well  supply. 

Drainage  and  sewage  disposal 

There  was  no  charge  in  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  during 
the  year.  The  works ,  which  can  deal  with  a  dry  weather  flow  of  two  and  a  quarter 
million  gallons  per  day,  take  all  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  and  of  the  Brooklands 
area  of  Manchester.  After  sedimentation  and  biological  filtration  the  effluent 
discharges  into  the  River  Mersey. 

During  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
scheme  which  when  completed  will  cost  about  <£1  million.  The  first  contract  was 
practically  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  had  consisted  of  the  clearing 
and  repairing  of  the  old  ’’Brookes*  Drain”  in  t  he  western  side  of  the  Borough, 
together  with  the  construction  of  extensions  to  this  sewer.  Contracts  had  also  been 
entered  into  for  the  construction  of  the  new  main  trunk  sewers,  but  work  had  not 
commenced. 

At  mo  spheric  Pol lut i on 

The  Corporation  have  continued  to  take  a  great  interest  in  atmospheric  pollution 
and  are  members  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Co-operating  Bodies  for  the 
Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  set  up  by  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  and  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Local  Authorities 
investigating  pollution  in  the  Carrington  and  Partington  area  of  which  they  were 
a  founder  member.  In  addition  to  taking  part  in  the  investigations  instituted 
by  these  bodies,  with  the  establishment  of  deposit  gauges  and  lead  peroxide 
candles,  the  Corporation  have  installed  volumetric  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
equipment  to  determine  the  amount  of  smoke  in  the  air  consisting  of  particles  so 
light  that  they  do  not  fall  readily  to  the  ground.  While  the  deposit  gauge '•gives 
a  measure  of  the  dirt  which  settles  on  buildings  and  contributes  to  the  general 
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problem  of  cleanliness ,  the  volumetric  equipment  measures  much  more  accurately  the 
amount  of  fine  dust  and  gases  which  are  inhaled  into  the  lungs,  directly  affecting 
the  health  of  the  individual.  This  equipment  has  now  been  in  use  since  October 
1953  -and  the  charts  for  the  two  full  years  investigation  bear  such  a  close 
relationship  to  one  another,  despite  differences  in  climatic  conditions,  as  to  permit 
conclusions  to  be  drawn  about  the  pollution,  at  least  in  the  central  area  of  the  town 
(the  equipment  is  installed  in  the  Town  Hall).  During  the  months  of  dune,  July  and 
August  in  each  year  pollution  is  at  a  very  low  level,  while  in  May  and  September, 
although  quite  low,  it  is  rather  higher  than  in  the  full  summer.  In  the  first 
three  and  the  last  three  months  in  the  year  the  level  is  about  four  times  that 
found  in  the  summer.  In  the  exceptionally  foggy  conditions  in  November  1955  there 
was  ten  times  the  pollution  present  in  the  dry  sunny  days  of  June  and  July. 

The  amount  of  pollution  in  the  atmosphere  due  to  industrial  processes  remains 
fairly  const-ant  throughout  the  year,  but  on  dry  sunny  days  it  does  tend  to  diffuse 
in  the  upper  air,  so  that  there  is  a  slight  but  only  slight  variation  in  the  level 
measured  near  the  ground  as  between  summer  and  winter.  The  great  increase  in 
pollution  during  the  winter  months  must  be  accounted  for  by  "domestic"  pollution. 

This  term  is  used  to  cover  pollution  from  heating  of  all' buildings,  Y/hether  homes, 
business  premises  or  industrial  premises  but,  in  view  of  the  relatively  few  industrial 
premises  in  the  Borough,  must  be  coming  almost  entirely  from  the  fuel  burned  on  the 
family  hearth.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  high  cost  of  smokeless  fuels, 
and  the  less  attractive  appearance  of  fires  fed  with  these  fuels,  together  discourage 
people  from  burning  other  than  bituminous  coal,  with  its  smoke  producing  effect. 


very  extensive  investigation  carried  out  by  the  British  Empire  Cancer 
Campaign  in  the  North  West,  whilst  incriminating  cigarette  smoking  as  a  cause  of 
lung  cancer,  shows  that  the  effect  of  atmospheric  pollution  on  the  occurrence  of 
this  disease  is  considerable.  The  incidence  in  industrial  towns  is  many  times 
greater  than  that  in  remote  rural  areas,  while  purely  residential  towns  lie  betwreen 
these  extremes.  There  is  no  doubt  in  the  opinion  of  the  expert  investigators  that 
atmospheric  pollution  is  the  factor  concerned  in  this.  It  therefore  behoves 
everyone  to  endeavour  to  keep  the  level  of  pollution  from  their  own  chimneys  to  an 
absolute  minimum  in  view/  of  the  major  contribution  this  makes  to  the  total  pollution 
in  the  Borough. 

Swimming  baths 

There  is  only  one  indoor  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  and  this  is  owned  by  the 
Corporation.  It  has  a  capacity  of  66,000  gallons  and  has  been  greatly  improved  by 
the  installation  of  a.  more  efficient  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  which  provides 
for  purification  of  the  whole  of  the  water  every  hours  whilst  swrimming  is  in 

progress.  A  scum  channel  ensures  continual  removal  of  floating  material  from  the 
bath.  The  good  summer  of  1955  resulted  in  extensive  use  of  the  swimming  bath  and 
on  occasions  the  plant  was  overtaxed  but  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  water 
was  maintained.  There  are  six  slipper  baths  also  available. 

Cemeteries 

There  is  one  cemetery  at  Brooklands  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  occupying  an 
area  of  20  acres.  The  interments  in  1955  numbered  314#  This  cemetery  was  opened  in 
1862  under  the  control  of  a  Burial  Board,  and  it  was  taken  over  by  the  Sale  Urban 
District  Council  in  1895*  There  are  also  two  other  buriaTL  grounds  in  the  town, 
one  at  St.  Martin’s  Church  arid  one  at  the  Friends’  Meeting  House  in  Park  Road. 
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Mortuary 

The  mortuary  is  situated  between  the  Church  and  Chapel  in  the  cemetery 
and  provides  very  adequate  services  for  the  Borough,  There  is  a  refrigerator 
cabinet  to  hold  six  bodies  end  very  good  facilities  for  post  mortem  examinations 
have  Ixen  provided* 

The  use  of  the  mortuary  for  coroner fs  cases  is  controlled  by  the  police,  but 
the  accommodation  for  bodies  pending  burial,  which  cam  be  very  necessary 
for  persons  living  in  small  overcrowded  houses,  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Cemetery  Superintendent. 

In  all  the  mortuary  was  used,  for  the  reception  of  28  bodies  during  the 
year,  and  25  autopsies  were  carried  out  as  well  as  3  other  examinations  of  bodies. 

livers  and  Streams 

The  Mersey  Rivers  Board  deals  with  any  matters  concerning  rivers  pollution 
within  the  Borough.  No  occasion  has  arisen  during  the  year  where  the  Board  has 
had  to  take  action  in  Sale. 


Closet  accommodation 

The  majority  of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  have  water  closets  but 
there  is  a  small  number  of  closets  of  the  conservancy  type  at  cottages  and  farms 
in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district. 

Storage  of  petroleum 

Forty-four  licences  are  in  operation  relating  to  premises  used  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit.  During  the  year  all  these  premises  were  visited  by 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  Fire  Brigade  Department. 

Hackney  carriages 

Fifteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  relative  to  vehicles  used  for 
the  purposes  of  plying  for  hire  within  the  Borough. 


Refuse  collection  and  disposal 


The  fleet  of  vehicles  used  for  refuse  collection  work  remained  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  year,  namely  2  Harrier,  1  Dennis  and  3  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  side  loaders 
together  with  2  Fore  &  /.ft  Tippers.  The  2  Fore  &  /.ft  Tippers  have  proved  to  be 
extremely  useful  vehicles  particularly  on  the  parts  of  the  town  farther  away  from 
the  tip  and  in  districts  where  manoeuvrability  of  the  vehicle  is  a  secondary  factor. 
With  this  type  of  vehicle,  loading  is  facilitated,  blowing  about  of  dust  is 
minimised,  and  journeys  to  the  tip  are  less  frequent. 


The  position  with  regard  to  the  recruitment  of  labour  for  refuse  collection 
work  showed  a  slight  improvement  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  employment 
of  an  additional  loa.der  with  each  of  the  vehicles  improved  the  frequency  of 
collection  although  it  was  still  not  possible  to  ensure  a  weekly  visit  to  all  houses. 


/in  International  Harvester  Tractor  fitted  with  hydraulically  operated 
Bulldozer  equipment  was  acquired  in  December  1954  for  refuse  disposal  work  at  the 
tip.  Previously  the  layering  and  covering  of  the  refuse  had  required  the 
employment  of  throe  men,  but  now  the  whole  of  the  work  is  done  by  one  man  operating 
the  bulldozer.  The  finished  surface  of  the  land  is  much  better  than  was 
possible  when  manual  labour  was  employed,  and  the  vehicles  are  able  to  discharge 
their  loads  quicker  and  with  much  less  danger  of  sinking  in  the  tip  surface. 
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More  attention  had  to  be  given  to  the  prevention  of  insect  infestations 
owing  to  the  unusually  good  summer.  The  tip  was  regularly  treated  with 
insecticides  and  more  efficient  covering  enabled  a  satisfactory  condition  to 
be  maintained.  Regular  treatments  to  prevent  build  up  of  rat  infestations  were 
continued  with  satisfactory  results.

RATS  AND  MICE 

During  the  year  97  minor  cases  of  rat  infestation  and  21  minor  cases 
of  mice  infestation  were  dealt  with*  I  would  once  again  refer  to  the  relationship 
between  defective  drainage  and  rat  infestations  and  in  the  year  under  review 
complaints  of  rat  infestations  led  to  the  discovery  of  broken  or  defective 
drains  in  32  instances*  In  most  of  these  cases  there  was  no  indication  of 
defects  in  the  drainage  system  until  rats  were  found  to  be  emerging*  The 
importance  of  systematic  and  thorough  treatment  of  sewers  for  elimination  of 
rats  can  be  readily  understood  from  these  facts*  Treatment  of  the  sewers 
is  carried  out  twice  yearly,  usually  in  the  Spring  mid  in  the  Autumn  and  the 
following  table  shows  the  number  of  manholes  baited  and  the  number  found  to 
be  being  used  by  rats.

HOUSING 


92  Corporation  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  bringing  the  total 
number  of  dwellings  owned  by  the  Corporation  to  1,833. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  laid  down  in  Section  1  of  the  Housing 
Repairs  mid  Rents  Act,  1954  the  Council  has  now  formulated  their  programme 
for  the  next  five  years  of  unfit  houses  to  be  dealt  with  by  clearance.  A 
total  of  249  houses  is  involved  and  at  the  end  of  1955?  35  had  been  dealt 
with  by  Clearance  Orders  which  had  been  confirmed  and  7  ha.d  been  dealt  with 
as  Individual  Unfit  houses. 

Although  this  Act  permitted  the  increase  of  rents  of  privale  dwelling  houses 
where  the  houses  are  in  good  re pear  and  where  certain  other  conditions  are 
fulfilled,  owners  of  tenanted  properties  have  only  applied  these  increases  in 
very  few  cases.  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  to  tenants  in  12  cases 
where  Notices  had  been  served  by  the  landlords  claiming  such  .increases  in  rent. 


With  rega.rd  to  Improvement  Grants  also  available  under  this  lot  there 
have  been  very  few  applications  from  owners  of  tenanted  properties.  Most  of 
the  appli cat ions  which  have  been  received  were  from  owner  occupiers.

The  supervision  of  milk  production  is  undertaken  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  local  authorities  are  only  reponsible  for 
the  distribution  side  of  the  milk  supplies* 

Only  a  small  percentage  of  milk  supplied  in  the  Borough  is  produced 
locally,  the  bulk  of  the  supply  coming  from  outside  sources. 

On  the  31st  December,  1954,  there  were  14  dairymen  and  13  distributors 
registered  for  the  sale  of  milk  within  the  Borough.

The  four  samples  of  Pork  Sausage  reported  against  were  found  to  be 
6.  Ofo  9  .2/2  9.8/S  and  13.  l$o  deficient  in  meat  using  a  minimum  mead  content 

of  65.  Ofo  as  a  standard.  This  quoted  minimum  meat  content  is  based  on  the 
Meat  Products  Order ,  1952,  which  is  now  repealed,  the  view  being  taken 
that  at  least  that  quality  should  be  upheld.  Recent  Court  cases,  however , 
have  failed  to  uphold  this  standard  when  set  by  Public  Analysts  with  the 
result  that  it  is  impossible  to  enforce  it  legally.  The  opinion  often  quoted 
by  the  Magistrates,  is  that  if  the  purchaser  is  dissatisfied  with  the  sausages 
from  one  vendor  he  should  patronise  another.  The  Public  Analyst  will  continue 
to  classify  pork  sausages  containing  less  than  65.  C fo  of  meat  content  as 
adulterated  but  feels  that  he  can  only  recommend  legal  proceedings  to  be 
taken  in  respect  of  very  gross  deficiencies  in  meat  content.

Slaughtering  of  Animals 

In  July  1954,  meat  supplies  become  decontrolled  and  slaughtering  in 
private  slaughterhouses  recommenced.  No  slaughtering  had  taken  place  in  Sale 
prior  to  this  since  September,  1939.  Prior  to  1939,  8  slaughterhouses  had  been 
in  regular  use  in  the  Borough  but  since  decontrol  only  4  have  been  re-opened. 
From  the  following  details  of  animals  slaughtered  in  them  it  will  be  evident 
that  the  bulk  of  the  meat  supply  for  the  town  is  derived  from  wholesalers  in 
adjoining  towns.

Dr.  Chairman,  Ladies  .and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  of  the  County  Health 
Services  provided  during  1955  'in  the  Sale  &  Lymm  Division. 

The  only  new  service  introduced  during  the  year  was  the  opening  of 
a  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Brooks*  Institute,  Ashton~on~Mersey,  hut  the 
child  welfare  services  have  been  extended  by  increasing  the  frequency  of 
the  Raglan  Road  Clinic  to 'weekly  instead  of  twice  monthly. 

The  provision  of  B.  C.  G.  vaccination  of  school  leavers,  to  increase  their 
resistance  to  tuberculosis,  has  been  fully  developed  following  the 
introduction  of  the  pilot  scheme  in  September,  1954#  It  is  very  gratifying 
to  note  the  high  level  of  response  to  this  scheme  shown  by  parents.  Perhaps 
this  was  to  be  expected  because  parents  in  this  Division  have  always 
been  .interested  in  .any  procedure  which  would  benefit  the  health  of  their 
children.  This  is  shown  by  the  high  proportion  of  children  who  have  been 
vaccinated  and  inoculated  in  infancy,  .arid  the  rates  of  attendance  at  Child 
Welfare  Centres. 

Despite  greater  co-operation  with  adjacent  ambulance  services  the 
mileage  travelled  by  our  vehicles  continues  to  rise,  but  the  forthcoming 
amalgamation  with  the  lit  r  inch  on  Division  may  help  to  check  this. 


I  cannot  close  this  introduction  without  referring  with  deep  gratitude 
to  the  work  of  my  colleagues  in  the  County  Health  Service  for  their 
assistance  during  the  year.  Professional  colleagues,  nurses,  health 
visitors,  and  domestic  helps  have  all  "worked  unstintingly  to  ensure  the 
maximum  benefit  to  all  who  have  had  occasion  to  call  on  the  service,  and 
my  own  office  staff  have  been  especially  helpful  at  all  times.  I  would 
also  like  to  express  my  particular  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Voluntary 
Welfare  Committees  for  their  work. 

Finally,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  would  like  to  thank 
you  all  for  your  helpful  consideration  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

DIVISION 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

(a)  Mothers  1  Clinics 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  are  held  at  Chapel  Road  Centre, 
Sale  every  Wednesday  afternoon.  These  are  conducted  by  Dr.  H.  MacMichael 
who  is  assisted  by  a  Health  Visitor  and  the  County  Midwives.  The 
clinics  axe  also  attended  by  the  student  inidwives  in  training  at  the 
Sale  A  Brooklands  Mar  Memorial  Hospital, 

In  addition  to  expectant  mothers  who  have  booked  the  County 
Midwife  for  their  confinement,  domiciliary  cases  are  being  referred 
by  General  Practitioners  for  blood  examinations,  a  service  which  the 
clinics  are  very  well  equipped  to  provide. 

Relaxation  classes  are  held  for  the  expectant  mothers,  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs  P.  C.  Norris,  C.  S.  P.  ,  end  attendances  at  these  are 
improving  as  the  benefits  of  the  exercises  are  becoming  more  widely 
known. 


Education  of  the  expectant  mother  in  the  care  of  her  health  during 
pregnancy,  .and  in  the  processes  of  childbirth  end  the  care  of  young 
infants  is  practised  at  the  clinics.  There  is  little  doubt  that  it 
would  be  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned  if  mothers  who  were  to  be 
confined  at  hospitals,  or  at  home,  but  outside  the  Local  Health  Authority* s 
service,  were  to  attend  these  educational  classes,  where  time  and  facilities 
are  available  to  deal  with  the  individual  worries  of  the  mothers.  These 
worries  are  often  not  strictly  of  a  "medical”  nature  and  are  not  aired 
in  the  busy  hospital  clinic  or  doctor*s  surgery,  but  build  up  and  can 
cause  much  unnecessary  anxiety  to  the  mothers  at  such  a  time. 

One  of  our  greatest  disappointments  is  the  failure  of  mothers  to 
return  for  a  post-natal  examination  about  two  months  after  confinement. 

The  value  of  these  examination  is  inestimable,  but  the  extra  work  of 
caring  for  the  new  baby  seems  to  make  the  mother  disregard  her  own 
personal  welfare,  and  she  will  not  find  the  time  to  attend.  One 
sometimes  wonders  whether  it  might  not  be  better  to  arrange  post-natal 
clinics  at  the  same  time  as  child  welfare  sessions,  so  that  both  mother 
and  child  can  be  examined  ad  one  visit.

(b)  Child  Helfare  Clinics 

During  the  year  a  new  clinic  was  opened  at  Brooks*  Institute, 
Ashton-on-Mersey  and  has  proved  of  great  benefit  to  the  mothers  in 
that  area,  as  is  shown  by  the  excellent  attendances. 

This  makes  a  total  of  five  centres  in  the  Division  three  others 
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being  held  in  Sale,  at  Chapel  head,  Norris  Road  and  Raglan  Road, 
and  one  at  Lymm.  The  clinic  ad  Raglan  Road  Conuiunity  Centre  is  now 
held  weekly  instead,  of  tvd.ce  monthly  and  the  medical  supervision  is 
shared  between  Dr#  Sloan,  who  also  conducts  the  Ashton  clinic,  and  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer.  The  two  clinics  at  Chapel  Road  are  attended 
by  Dr.  A.  Franks  and  Dr.  J.  Cronin  while  that  ad  Norris  Road  is  taken 
by  Dr,  A.  English  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  who  also  sees  the 
school  children  in  the  Borough.  The  Lymm  Clinic  is  attended  by  Dr.  H.  Sissons. 
The  advice  of  the  medical  officers  is  much  appreciated  by  the  mothers 
attending  the  various  centres  and  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  .of 
thanking  them  for  their  work  in  this  field. 

While  the  doctors  see  only  a  proportion  of  the  children  attending 
the  centres,  every  one  is  seen  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  the  brunt  of 
the  work  at  the  centres  is  borne  by  them.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the 
effectiveness  of  a  Child  Welfare  Clinic  depends  on  the  standard  set  by 
the  Health  Visitor  in  change,  and  we  are  well  served  by  our  visitors  in 
this  Division. 

The  staff  ad  all  the  centres  in  the  Division  are  very  ably  assisted 
by  the  ladies  of  the  Voluntary  Committees,  who  deal  with  the  clerical 
work  ad  the  clinics,  and  weigh  the  children.  Without  their  assistance  the 
clinics  could  never  be  so  efficiently  run  by  the  available  staff*  and  I 
would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  them  for  it.  At  the  Chapel  Road  Centre, 
and  at  Lymm  the  voluntary  Committees  also  handle  the  sale  of  proprietary 
inf-ant  foods.  At  the  other  clinics  the  sales  are  handled  by  the  Divisional 
Admin i s  t  rat i ve  st  af f •

Day  Nursery 


The  only  Day  Nursery  in  the  Division  is  situated  in  Harley  Road, 
Sale.  To  ensure  that  this  is  run  at  the  most  economical  figure  the 
number  of  children  on  the  register  has  been  reduced  so  as  to  have  about 
30  children  in  attendance.  Charges  have  been  graded  from  two  to  four 
shillings  per  day  according  to  the  class  of  priority,  although  the  cost 
per  place  is  much  in  advance  of  this.  There  is  a  waiting  list  for  non¬ 
priority  cases,  but  all  priority  cases  are  granted  immediate  admission, 
even  though  this  does  increase  the  number  on  the  register  over  the 
permitted  maximum.  This  is  possible  because  the  nursery  was  originally 
a  50  place  nursery  and  there  is,  therefore,  no  problem  of  overcrowding. 


The  Nursery  was  closed  during  the  first  ten  days  of  the  year  for 
redecoration  but  from  then  on  attendances  were  at  a  good  level  until 
Easter  when  there  was  a  severe  outbreak  of  measles  and  chicken  pox 


affecting  about  three  quarters  of  the  children, 
was  no  serious  absence  as  a  result  of  illness.

MIDWIFERY  SERVICES 


There  are  two  midwives  in  Sale  and  one  in  Lymm,  but  this  is  quite  adequate 
as  only  one  birth  in  six  in  Sale  takes  place  at  home,  and  about  half  of  the 
Lymm  births  are  domiciliary. 


The  Comity  Medical  Officer  controls  the  midwifery  service  in  the  Division, 
and  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  is  only  responsible  for  the  accommodation 
of  rnidwives  living  in  county  owned  or  leased  property,  and  for  the  care  of 
county  owned  cars  used  by  the  rnidwives. 


A  Part  II  midwifery  training  school  has  been  established  at  Sale  &  Brooklands 
Par  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the  student  rnidwives  accompany  the  County  midwives  to 
cases  as  part  of  their  District  training.  They  also  attend  the  ante-natal  clinics 
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at  the  Sale  "Welfare  Centre*  The  Divisional  Me.didal  Officer  lectures  to  each 
course  on  the  social  and  administrative  aspects  of  their  work*

HEALTH  VISITING 

There  are  five  Health  Visitors  in  the  Division,  four  at  Sale  and  one 
at  Lymm,  honed  on  the  main  welfare  centres.  The  visitors  are  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  but  there  is  a  high  degree  of 
consultation  and  co-operation  with  the  Divisional  Staff,

Health  Visitors  is  extending  greatly  and  while  they 
are  primarily  engaged  in  visiting  families  in  which  there  are  young  children, 
there  is  an  increasing  amount  of  work  occurring  in  connection  with  elderly 
persons,  who  need  advice  and  assistance  from  the  Health  Service  because  of 
infirmity.  The  visiting  of  tuberculous  persons,  and  the  follow  up  of  contacts 
of  this  disease  also  occupies  a  good  deal  of  their  time.  In  short,  the 
Health  Visitors  are  becoming  more  and  more  the  link  between  the  Local  Authority 
and  the  homes  of  those  who  need  their  services  and  we  look  forward  to 
increasing  co-operation  between  the  hospital  and  general  practitioner  services 
and  our  Health  Visitors. 


HOME  NURSING 

There  are  three  home  nurses  in  Sale  and  one  in  Lymm  whose  services  are 
available  at  the  request  of  general  practitioners.  They  come  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  but  the  care  of  County  owned  houses 
occupied  by  them  and  the  maintenance  of  County  owned  transport  provided  for 
them  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Division.

VACCINATION.  AND  IiVkiUNlSATION 

The  primary  object  of  Local  Authority  Health  Services  is  the  prevention 
of  disease,  and  in  those  infectious  diseases  for  which  specific  immunisation 
procedures  are  available  and  necessary  they  achieve  this  object  by  the 
provision  of  protection,  either  at  clinics  or  through  general  practitioners. 
At  the  present  time  such  protection  is  offered  against  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox,  although  not  compulsory  since  194&  is 
still  accepted  by  most  parents  as  very  desirable,  and  the  level  of  primary 
vaccination  in  the  Division  compares  favourably  with  that  in  many  other 
carts  of  the  country. 

Diphtheria  has  been  so  well  controlled  since  immunisation  was  introduced 
that  cases  have  become  rarities  deserving  of  special  mention  in  reports. 

In  consequence  parent s  are  apt  to  forget  the  importance  of  this  disease,  and 
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constant  reminders  of  the  necessity  of  having  children  protected  must  be 
made  if  an  adequate  level  of  immunity  is  to  be  maintained  in  the  community. 
The  effects  of  these  reminders,  amid  the  constant  advice  of  health  visitors 
and  others  has  resulted  in  a  fair  response  in  this  division.  In  fact 
62}'o  of  all  children  under  5  years  have  been  immunised,  and  while  nearly 
88/0  of  those  between  5  and  10  have  been  protected  at  some  time  only  4-5%  have 
been  protected  within  the  last  five  years.  In  fact  41%  of  all  children  under 
15  years  have  been  immunised  within  the  last  five  years  and  over  8C%  have 
been  protected  at  some  time. 

The  use  of  combined  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  introduced  last  year  has  been  continued  and  most  parents  of 
infants  are  asking  for  such  immunisation  rather  than  having  separate 
injections  for  each  disease. 

The  following  table  gives  the  numbers  of  children  known  to  have  been 
immunised  at  the  clinics  and  by  private  practitioners  during  the  year,  but 
it  may  well  be  that  even  more  children  have  been  given  protection  although 
no  record  is  held  by  the  department.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Further  steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  organise  the  ultimate 
amalgamation  of  the  Divisional  Ambulance  Service  with  that  of  the  neighbouring 
Altrincham  Division,  and  the  site  of  a  new  joint  station  to  be  built  in 
Altrincham,  just  off  the  main  Manchester-Chester  road,  has  been  agreed. 

Meanwhile  a  degree  of  integration  of  the  two  services  has  taken  place, 
and  calls  in  the  Lymm  area  have  been  carried  cut  by  the  Altrincham  ambulances, 
while  Sale  ambulances  have  dealt  with  patients  from  the  Carrington  and 
Partington  areas  of  the  Altrincham  Division. 

The  mileage  covered  in  the  transport  of  patients  continues  to  rise,  and 
the  Divisional  vehicles  travelled  85,077  miles  as  compared  with  82,3.38  last 
year.  The  total  miles  travelled  by  vehicles  carrying  patients  living  in  the 
Division  was  90,492  an  increase  of  nearly  4,500  miles  on  last  year.

PREVENTION  0?  ILLNESS ,  CARS  AND  AFTER-CARE 

The  major  amount  of  work  carried  out  under  this  heading  has  dealt  with 
the  prevention  of  tuberculosis*  This  has  been  carried  out  by  the  regular 
visiting  of  the  families  of  known  tuberculous  patients  to  ensure  that  full 
precautions  were  taken  to  present  infection,  the  follow  up  of  contacts  to 
ensure  that  they  attend  for  supervision  at  the  Chest  Clinics,  and  the 
administration  of  B.  0C  G.  vaccine*  47  child  contacts  were  given  B.  C.  G-.  ,  42

In  addition  to  the  above  services  in  connection  with  tuberculosis,  nursing 
equipment  is  provided  on  loan  for  the  use  of  patients  who  are  sick  at  home,  and  6 
wheel  chairs  are  also  available  so  that  crippled  persons  can  be  taken  out  by  their 
relatives. 

Occupational  therapy  has  been  provided  for  those  who  are  housebound  by 
reason  of  illness  and  gives  some  interest  to  these  patients.  Materials  are 
provided  at  cost  price,  so  that  some  little  income  can  also  be  made  by  these 
people. 

Convalescent  holidays  have  been  arranged  on  request  from  doctors  of  patients 
who  have  been  ill  at  home  and  require  a  period  of  rest  and  recuperation  before 
returning  to  work,  and  Mere  there  has  been  financial  hardship  a  contribution 
ha.s  been  made  towards  the  cost. 

DOMESTIC  HELP 

The  domestic  help  service  has  again  been  in  demand  throughout  the  year, 
and  unfortunately  it  has  not  always  been  possible  to  meet  all  requests  for 
assistance.  This  is  duo  mainly  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  women 
to  staff  the  service.  Even  so  we  have  provided  assistance  for  a  total  of 
10,000  hours,  130  cases  being  attended  About  half  of  these  were  aged  and  chronic 
sick  whose  need  is  usually  for  a  few  hours  assistance  each  week  because  they 
cannot  cope  with  all  their  housework  and  their  shopping.  33  maternity  cases

were  given  full  tine  assistance,  and  in  a  similar  number  of 
cases  urgent  assistance  was  given  where  a  mother  was  ill  or 
in  hospital  for  operation  or  some  other  unexpected  cause. 


HEALTJ 


Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  advise  mothers 
of  young  children,  expectant  mothers,  and  others  how  to  prevent 
illness  and  promote  good  health.  This  should  be  the  main  purpose 
of  every  member  of  the  staff  of  a  local  health  authority.  The 
personal  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  others  has  been 
reinforced  by  visual  aids  such  as  posters  and  exhibition  material 
and  the  use  of  slides  as  illustrations  of  talks. 


Members  of  the  staff  have  also  attended  meetings  so  as  to 
keep  up  to  date  with  advances  in  methods  of  disseminating  Health 
Education  ononst  the  public.
